(LIBYA) PRODUCED A DRAFT PARAGRAPH WHICH READS: "DECIDES

ARTICLE 41 OF THE CHARTER TO DEAL WITH THE SITUATION IN 
SOUTHERN RHODESIA, NOT EXCLUDING ANY OF THE MEASURES PROVIDED

LEVEL" BETWEEN AMB YOUNG AND OTHER HEADS OF DELEGATIONS. 
AFTER THE NOON DEADLINE. THE ALGERIAN REPRESENTATIVE, 
SUPPORTED BY UNGA, DEMOCRATIC YEMAN AND JAMAICA, FORMALLY

9. SOCIAL COMMITTEE - 

DEBATE ON HUMAN RIGHTS CONTINUED IN THE COMMITTEE MAY 5, 

WITH STATEMENTS BY DELEGATIONS OF ARGENTINA, NEW ZEALAND, 
ECUADOR, JAMAICA, AUSTRALIA, CHINA, AUSTRIA, UKRAINE, 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA, BYELORUSSIA, PORTUGAL, AFGHANISTAN, 

BULGARIA, YUGOSLAVIA, YEMEN, EGYPT, JAPAN, VENEZUELA, GDR, 
CHILE, CANADA, NIGERIA AND THE SOVIET UNION. MOST INTER- 
VENTIONS FEATURED ENDORSEMENTS OF AN ECONOMIC AS WELL AS 
POLITICAL APPROACH TO HUMAN RIGHTS. NEW ZEALAND, AUSTRIA, 
CANADA, AND VENZUELA OFFERED SUGGESTIONS FOR STRENGTHENING 
UN HUMAN RIGHTS MACHINERY. THE JAMAICAN QUOTED AMB YOUNG'S 
ECLA STATEMENT ON THE UNITY OF ECONOMIC GROWTH AND SOCIAL 
JUSTICE. THE PERMREPS OF NEW ZEALAND AND AUSTRIA STRONGLY 
CRITICIZED THE HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION'S SELECTIVITY IN 
INVESTIGATING HUMAN RIGHTS VIOLATIONS, AND VENEZUELA WAS 
CRITICAL OF ITS INEFFICIENCY. THE CHINESE DELIVERED AN 
UNUSUALLY DETAILED COMMENT ON HRC RESOLUTIONS ALONG WITH A 
LENGTHY DIATRIBE AGAINST ISRAEL AND "SUPERPOWER HEGEMONY" 

IN THE MIDDLE EAST. 

THE UKRAINIAN INTERVENTION WAS LIMITED TO A PREDICTABLE 
CHRONICLING OF ALLEGED HUMAN RIGHTS VIOLATIONS IN ISRAEL, 
SOUTHERN AFRICA AND CHILE, BUT WE NOTICED THAT THE SOVIET 
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DELEGATE WAS BUSY DELETING FROM THE UKRAINIAN PREPARED TEXT 
WHEN THE US STATEMENT DID NOT MENTION THE SOVIET UNION BY 
NAME. THE SOVIET SPEECH CONCENTRATED ON DENOUNCING VIOLATIONS 
IN CHILE, ISRAEL AND SOUTHERN AFRICA AND ON REVIEWING THE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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HUMAN RIGHTS "ACHIEVEMENTS" OF THE USSR. THE ONLY EXCEPTION 
TO THE RELATIVELY NON-CONFRONTATIONAL TONE OF DEBATE WAS 
THE BULGARIAN ADDRESS WHICH BLASTED THE US, UK AND "OTHER 
CIRCLES WHICH HAVE BEEN UNDERTAKING A LARGE-SCALE IDEOLOGICAL 
CAMPAIGN AGAINST SOCIALIST AND DEVELOPING COUNTRIES." 

THE ARABS ACCUSED ISRAEL OF HUMAN RIGHTS VIOLATIONS IN THE 
"OCCUPIED TERRITORIES," AND THE NIGERIAN CRITICIZED COUNTRIES 
WHICH GIVE ECONOMIC, POLITICAL AND MILITARY SUPPORT TO SOUTHERN 
AFRICAN REGIMES. ARGENTINA AND ECUADOR WERE REPRESENTED 
BY THEIR PERM REPS, WHO DELIVERED TEMPERATE ADDRESSES IN WHICH 
THEY OUTLINED WHAT THEY CONSIDERED TO BE THE POSITIVE 
STATE OF HUMAN RIGHTS IN THEIR COUNTRIES. THE CANADIAN 
DELEGATE DELIVERED A STRONG STATEMENT IN WHICH HE CRITICIZED 
THE INEFFICIENCY OF HUMAN RIGHTS PROCEDURES AND SUGGESTED 
SETTING UP AN AD HOC WORKING GROUP TO STUDY THOSE PROCEDURES 
(ON THE MODEL OF THE US-SPONSORED WORKING GROUP ON SOCIAL 
DEVELOPMENT). 

EARLIER (MAY 4 AFTERNOON), VIEWS ON HUMAN RIGHTS WERE 
EXPRESSED BY REPRESENTATIVES OF COLOMBIA, FRG, SYRIA, POLAND, 

US AND FRANCE. OBSERVERS FROM TURKEY, ISRAEL AND BELGIUM 
ALSO SPOKE, AND UGANDA, USSR AND SYRIA EXERCISED RIGHT OF 
REPLY. PRINCIPAL THEMES RECURRING WERE LINKAGE OF ECONOMIC 
AND SOCIAL PROGRESS WITH ACHIEVEMENT OF CIVIL AND POLITICAL 
RIGHTS (INCLUDING COLOMBIA) AND CRITICISM OF SELECTIVITY 
IN HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION'S CONSIDERATION OF HUMAN RIGHTS 
VIOLATIONS (COLOMBIA, FRG, ISRAEL). SYRIA ACCUSED ISRAEL 
OF VIOLATING THE HUMAN RIGHTS OF PALESTINIANS, AND ISRAEL 
DENOUNCED UN SILENCE IN THE FACE OF "MASS MURDERS" IN 
IRAQ, CAMBODIA AND LEBANON, AND IN THE FACE OF ANTI-SEMITISM 
CAMPAIGNS IN THE SOVIET UNION. SYRIA, USSR AND UGANDA 
REPLIED. US DEL LOWENSTEIN SUGGESTED INTER ALIA THAT USEFUL 
WAYS OF IMPROVING THE MACHINERY IN THE AREA OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS SHOULD BE DISCUSSED. SEVERAL DELEGATIONS QUOTED 
AMB YOUNG'S ECOSOC SPEECH ON TORTURE AS WELL AS STATEMENTS 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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OF PRESIDENT CARTER AND SECRETARY VANCE ON HUMAN RIGHTS. 
ISRAELI AMB HERZOG QUOTED AMBASSADORS YOUNG AND SCRANTON 
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AND SAID IT WAS TIME TO TRANSLATE PRESIDENT CARTER'S "BOLD 
INITIATIVES" INTO ACTION. (USUN 1378, 1403, 1422) 

10. COMMITTEE OF 24 SUBCOMMITTEE ON SMALL TERRITORIES - 

STATEMENTS WERE MADE MAY 5 BY THE REPRESENTATIVES OF CHILE 
AND AUSTRALIA AS THE SUBCOMMITTEE CONTINUED DEBATE ON TUVALU 
AND GILBERT ISLANDS. CHILE OBSERVED THAT THE DISTANCE BETWEEN 
THE ISLANDS CAUSED GREAT DIFFICULTIES; THOUGHT THAT GREATER 
ECONOMIC DIVERSIFICATION WOULD BE DESIRABLE; AND SUGGESTED 
THAT THE SUCCESS OF THE GILBERT ISLANDS' COOPERATIVE SYSTEM, 
WITH COPRA, AMONG OTHER THINGS, COULD BE AN EXAMPLE TO OTHER 
SMALL TERRITORIES. CHILE OPPOSED POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC 
INTERESTS, "OF A FOREIGN NATURE," THAT WERE ENCOURAGING 
"INDEPENDENCE MOVEMENTS." AUSTRALIA APPROVED THE WISH OF 
BOTH THE GILBERT ISLANDS AND TUVALU TO JOIN THE COMMONWEALTH; 
DESCRIBED AUSTRALIAN ASSISTANCE PROJECTS, SUCH AS SEWER 
SYSTEM, SUPPLY OF AGRICULTURAL TOOLS, MARINE TRAINING SCHOOL 
AND INTER-ISLAND PASSENGER-CARGO SHIPPING SERVICE; AND RAISED 
THE QUESTION OF THE RECENT LITIGATION REGARDING THE DISPUTE 
OVER PHOSPHATE AND OTHER MATTERS IN THE OCEAN ISLAND. 

THE CHAIRMAN (IVORY COAST) ASKED THE ADMINISTERING POWER 
ABOUT THE OCEAN ISLAND SITUATION, AND THE UK REITERATED THAT 
HMG WAS STUDYING THE REPORT SUBMITTED TO IT BY POSNETT. WHO 
HAD BEEN SENT TO ACHIEVE A SETTLEMENT OF THE DISPUTE. 

11. ASSISTANCE TO MOZAMBIQUE - 

BY NOTE, THE SYG RECALLED GA RESOLUTION 31/43 ON "ASSIS- 
TANCE TO MOZAMBIQUE"AND REQUESTED INFORMATION ON THE US 
PROGRAM OF ASSISTANCE. (USUN 1415)
